* How to Generate Spiritual Power

Mark 9:14-29 


PIRITUAL POWER! Where is the power with 

S which Christ said we should be endued? Let us 

thoroughly examine this selection of Mark’s Gos- 
pel and see what our conclusion will inevitably be. Herein 
are found a group of powerless disciples. These men had 
the desire to cast out the dumb and deaf spirit, but had 
not authority over it. 

These poor impotent followers of Jesus bowed their 
heads in shame because they were put to the test and 
defeated. Does not this remind us of current scenes— 
Pentecostal ministers powerless to cast out devils? Cer- 
tainly there are those who are healed, but what of those 
who are not healed? As His disciples asked Christ pri- 
vately, so may the twentieth-century believers ask Him 
secretly, “Why could not we cast him out?” The answer 
remains the same for all Christians—“This kind can 
come forth by nothing, but by prayer and fasting,” Mark 
9:29. 

When we search the Word, we find that fasting is used 
about one-third as many times as prayer. (The meaning 
of fasting in our text is, according to James Strong, “to 
abstain from food.”) Yet I have never heard a full-length 
sermon on the subject. We teach prayer; we preach 
prayer; we emphasize prayer to the nth degree, we even 
have prayer conferences. But what of fasting? If some 
state overseer were to announce a fast conference, what 
would be the reaction of the church as a whole? Un- 
doubtedly, such an announcement would create quite a 
stir. In Mark 9:29 Christ gave the preposition by a com- 
pound object—prayer and fasting. 

Needless to say, fasting is sadly neglected by the ma- 
jority of Christians. Now the writer knows well that a 
faithful element in the Church practices the sacrament 
of fasting. Most of us could push back plates more often 
and say, “Lord, I do this in your name; I bring self under 
subjection; I desire closer communion with you.” Prayer 
coupled with fasting generates spiritual power. 

God’s Word teaches two methods of fasting. The Lord 
may lay a fast on the church or on the individual. First, 
let us consider the church. “These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and supplication, with the women, and 
Mary the mother of Jesus, and with his brethren.” Acts 
1:14. In the opinion of the writer, these brethren and 
sisters prayed and fasted the entire length of their stay 
in the upper room. Any local church that manifests the 
unity embodied in Acts 1:14 is a part of the body of 
Christ that is rich and powerful. The elders of this 
church can expect results when they say as Christ did, 
“Thou dumb and deaf spirit, I charge thee, come out of 
him, and enter no more into him.” 

Recorded in the Acts of the Apostles, we find that the 
arly Christians fasted and prayed. “And when they had 
fasted and prayed, and had laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away,” Acts 13:3. Many ministerial ordi- 
nation ceremonies are solemnized with prayer. But what 
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of fasting? “And when they had ordained them elders 
in every church, and had prayed with fasting, they com- 
mended them to the Lord, on whom they believed,” Acts 
14:23. It is evidenced from the above scriptures that God 
intended for the local church to fast. 

As the church, so the individual must privately fast if 
he or she is to have close fellowship with God. Anna was 
much in the practice. “And she (Anna) a widow of about 
fourscore and four years, which departed not from the 
temple, but served God with fastings and prayers night 
and day,” Luke 2:37. A devout man who feared God with 
all his house had his prayers answered, but note these 
words, “And Cornelius said, Four days ago I was fasting 
until this hour .. .,” Acts 10:30a. Paul leaves instructions 
for man and wife to “defraud ye not one the other, ex- 
cept it be with consent for a time, that ye may give your- 
selves to fasting and prayer,” 1 Corinthians 7:5. 


NEXT, let us regard that often the greatest 
men of God undergo the longest fasts. Unquestionably, 
a spiritual giant in pre-Christ days was Moses. Here is 
a man who gave up a political position and the treasures 
and pleasures of Egypt—the New York of ancient days— 
for the suffering of afflictions with God’s people in ex- 
change. But here, also, is a man who~fasted forty days. 
Exodus 34:28. This man climbed Mt. Sinai and conversed 
with God as Adam did in the beginning. When Moses de- 
scended the mountain, he brought with him laws in- 
scribed on a tablet that were destined to influence the 
thinking and habits of the entire world. Greatness and 
fasting are not just coincidentally found in God’s man. 


Elijah raised the widow’s son from the dead, and this 
prophet fasted forty days. When one abstains from food, 
he conditions himself so that God can make him humble. 
Humility and consecration will create within a man a 
désire to “draw nigh to God, and he will draw nigh to 
you,” James 4:8. This seer had power to raise him up. 

Christ sets the example. “And when he (Christ) had 
fasted forty days and forty nights, he was afterwards an 
hungred,” Matthew 4:2. “Being forty days tempted of 
the devil. And in those days he did eat nothing: and 
when they were ended, he afterward hungered,” Luke 4:2. 
Our Lord tells us that “man shall not live by bread alone 
...,” Luke 4:4. 

Now this is not to say that if a man fasts a certain 
number of days, he will receive any one of the nine gifts. 
But there does seem to be some connection between 
prayer, fasting, and a ministry that has power “to cast 
them out.” Follow the teachings of Jesus in Matthew 6 
and notice a striking parallel—‘when you pray ... when 
you fast .. .” Christ expected us to pray, so He taught us 
how. Now our Lord did not say “if you fast,” but “when 
you fast.” Likewise He expected us to fast; therefore, He 
left us an example. 

A Christian that seeks God will be honest with himself

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Genesis 26:18, “And Isaac digged again the wells of 
water, which they had digged in the days of Abraham his 
father; for the Philistines had stopped them after the 
death of Abraham: and he called their names after the 
names by which his father had called them.” 


HROUGHOUT THE HOLY Scriptures water is fre- 

j quently mentioned as a symbol of life. Jesus lik- 

ened the Holy Spirit in us to “wells of water,” “ri- 

vers of water,” etc. He had a.wonderful way of teaching 

us heavenly things. We don’t need,.a. Philadelphia law- 

yer to interpret His sayings. He put the cookies on the 
bottom shelf where the children can reach. them! 

Now, let us notice the text for a moment. It appears 
that as long as Abraham lived, the wells were well guard- 
ed and watched.and kept clean, but Isaac was evidently 
a bit careless. He left the wells unguarded while he so- 
journed hither and yon, Then when famine came, he re- 
turned to the land of Gerar.and found the wells of his 
father stopped up. We’ll return to this thought in a few 
minutes. 

Now Isaac was of the second generation of the “called 
out ones.” You and I are of the second generation of this 
great Pentecostal movement. There is a close similarity 
between Isaac and us; our fathers dug some spiritual 
wells, and you and I ought to investigate and see if those 
wells are still flowing. ; 

Oh, my brothers and sisters, as the flocks of Isaac 
shrivelled and shrank and died when the enemy stopped 
up the wells, so will our Church become a rotten, pu- 
trefying mass of corruption without the continual flow 
of the Holy Ghost in our lives and in our churches. There 
is no more substitute for the Spirit than there is for wa- 
ter. 

Isaac was no shirking lazybones. He was a hustler and 
a go-getter. He sowed and reaped a hundredfold. His 
flocks and herds increased greatly. “He became great,” 
says the Record. ; 

But while Isaac labored so diligently and so successful- 
ly, the Philistines became envious! The reason for his 
prosperity and greatness? WATER! The enemy was no 
fool. He could see the secret, and while he saw he planned 
and schemed. “Ah,” says the enemy, “I will plug up those 
wells! That is where Isaac gets his strength; ‘that is the 
foundation of his greatness. If. I cannot prosper and

thrive, I will see to it that Isaac does not either.” Hey, 
Isaac, Isaac! The enemy is hanging around. He will be 
subtle and bold. Be on guard and watch those wells! 

Church members, people of God, the devil knows the 
reason of our growth. He knows the reason we are the 
fastest growing movement in the Pentecostal ranks. That 
reason is the living water that is flowing within us. We 
have not compromised, nor catered to the fancies of some 
who are of the modernistic mind, but we have kept the 
standard of our fathers who dug these wells, and we have 
them still flowing. Oh, hallelujah! God help us to stay 
on guard, for the devil is “going about as a roaring lion, 
seeking whom he may devour.” He will stop up every 
well he possibly can. 


Poor ISAAC, so busy! Pressing here and 
pressing there! Too busy! Too many preachers are get- 
ting too busy with their buying, planning, studying, 
building, and are growing careless about their wells. 
Watch your wells, brothers and sisters! Our fathers 
found those streams of pure water when in the early days 
of this movement we were the envy of men! The world 
looked upon us with mingled jealousy and contempt and 
said we were mad! They said it was a passing fancy 
which would fade away in the light of scientific knowl- 
edge, but while they ridiculed, we just drank. Oh, hallelu- 
jah! We just drank and kept on growing! 

You will recall that there were many of those wells of 
Isaac’s plugged up. The enemy will not stop with plug- 
ging up one well. He will keep on and on until we are as 
dry as a powder house! Let’s start digging out the wells, 
not new ones, but the same old wells from which our 
fathers drank.

THE WELL OF ABSOLUTE DEPENDENCE ON GOD 


What do we rely on today? Where do we preachers get 
our messages? Where do our singers get their songs? 
Most of the Abrahams of this early Pentecostal move- 
ment did not know but what homiletics was something 
to eat or wear, and hermeneutics was something to be 
shunned like poison ivy! They had to depend on God. 
They knew one thing, that if anything worth while was 
accomplished, God would have to do it! God did do it! 
Too many preachers and laymen alike are depending on

HIRTY-FIVE miles 
} from town, nine miles 
from any other family, 
Paul H. Walker was born in an 
adobe house on a North Da- 
kota ranch July 29, 1901. Even 
before he began school, the 
boy began riding a saddle 
horse. His education began at 
six in a private school spon- 
sored by his father. Having 
finished the eighth grade, he 
attended high school at Gold- 
en Valley, North Dakota. Lat- 
er he was to attend B. T. S. 
in Cleveland. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. M. Walker, pioneers in Da- 
kota seventy years ago, Rev- 
erend Walker states that he 
is descended from English 
stock, of the lineage of the 
Murrays of Athol, Scotland. 


He was marvelously con- 
verted at the age of thirteen 
in a German Congregational 
Church, under the ministry of 
Rev. J. B. Matthews, a man 
who received the Holy Ghost 
in the Azusa Street Mission 
in Los Angeles. 

When Paul was fifteen years BEES 
old, two Church of God min- i 
isters of Gastonia, North Favorite Scri 
Carolina, began a revival 
twenty-five miles north of his 
home. This was the nearest 
place of worship, and the family attended in horse and 
buggy or on saddle horse. During this revival he joined 
the Church of God. At the age of nineteen, his parents 
sold their holdings in Dakota and came to Cleveland, 
Tennessee, to hear more about the Church and to at- 
tend the General Assembly. Just prior to the Assembly 
Paul received the Holy Ghost at the North Cleveland 
church where Rev. T. L. McLain (now deceased) was 
pastor. 

Following the Assembly he enrolled in the third term 
of Bible Training School, classes being held in the old 
Publishing House on Gaut Street. A graduate of Bible 
School, the young cowboy preacher began his first re- 
vival at Princes Ann, Maryland. Seventeen received the 
Holy Ghost, and since that time Brother Walker’s min- 
istry, for thirty-four years, has been unbroken. In 1920 
he established our first church in Maryland, and the 
same year was appointed overseer of the State. The states 
over which he has been,,overseer are: Maryland, New 
Jersey, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Dakota, 
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ong Roman 8:1, “There is therefore now 
no condemnation to them which are in Christ Jesus, 
who walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit.” 
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Walker , Estes Whssions Secretary 


South Dakota, Wyoming, 
Montana, Michigan, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Saskatchewan, 
and Ontario. He established 
the first Church of God in all 
the above states except four. 
The 1952 Assembly promoted 
Brother Walker to Executive 
Missions Secretary, thus 
bringing to a close thirty years 
as state overseer. 


IN 1938 Brother 
Walker served as Foreign Mis- 
sions Field representative and 
travelled through the West 
Indies and Central and South 
America. He was _ elected 
Assistant General Overseer in 
1944 and supervised fourteen 
Northeastern States and the 
* District of Columbia. It was 
he who introduced the Sun- 
day School penny march, now 
known as the Orphanage 
march. This system now 
largely supports the Church 
of God Orphanage. A princi- 
pal speaker at numerous as- 
semblies, Paul Walker was 
elected as the youngest mem- 
ber ever to serve on the Su- 
preme Council, in which posi- 
tion he yet serves. His duties 
have taken him into Europe, 
Africa, and other foreign 
lands. In 1952 he represented 
our mission work at the World 
Pentecostal Conference in London, England. He is re- 
nowned to have set more churches in order than per- 
haps any other minister in the Church, from a standpoint 
of results for his, own evangelistic efforts. About fifty 
men now active in the ministry came to the Lord in his 
meetings. 

Returning to. his. home state of North Dakota as over- 
seer, Brother Walker founded the Northwest Bible and 
Music Academy at Minot, serving as its. superintendent 
for several years. He also built-our campground in North 
Dakota. 

He was married. in 1922 to Miss Margaret Virginia 
Holloway, of whom he says, “I am always sure of one 
convert. I converted her, baptized her, received her into 
the Church, and married: her.” They have worked as a 
great team in. the evangelistic field as well as in official 
circles. They have had their heartaches, having lost twin 
girls. They have in their, place a fine pair of twin boys, 
and their: eldesti»sen;: Pauk LaVerne, who is pastoring at

“How can I find a way out of my troubles and 
make life worth living?” To this question many answers 
are given and as many have failed. So humanity goes on 
needing a lift. Some have sought to be helped by a 
change of environment, others through education and 
cultural attainments, while there are those who by fight- 
ing their way through life seek to find a degree of satis- 
faction, and a much-attempted method is that of revelry 
and excitement of night life in the endeavor to throw 
off the disappointments and despondency of their fallen 
state. A quick glance across our own nation will show 
us to what extent these efforts have been successful. 

Come with me into New York, the world’s largest city, 
which seems to be a melting pot into which has been 
poured the people from every nation. These people have 
come into this land of opportunity in search of a new 
life, away from bondage, poverty, and fear. They hoped 
to be lifted from their low plain of living. 

One does not have to be a close observer to see that 
there is much disappointment to some as they fail in 
their pursuit. The look on the face of the man who 
pushes the two-wheeled cart, gathering papers and junk 
of all descriptions in the effort to eek out a bare living, 
shows that life is not very pleasant, and true happiness 
is far from being realized. Visit the slum section of this 
or any other city where you can watch the small boys 
and girls as they play in the streets with others who have 
had no better opportunity than they have had. Then go 
with them as they return to their homes, where unedu- 
cated, uncultured, and unchurched parents provide an 
atmosphere of loose living which tends to add much to 
the sure disappointment in the future lives of their off- 
spring. This doesn’t provide a lift. 


Ler US TRAVEL into our nation’s capital, 
Washington, D. C., into which city we send our most 
distinguished citizens from every state in the Union. 
They, in turn, surround themselves with the most quali- 
fied workers available from an educational and cultural 
standpoint. Likewise the nations of the world send their 
most polished diplomats to represent them. This makes 
Washington a great city of learning and dignity. If these 
attributes could cure the aching heart and soothe the 
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troubled mind, this city would be a heaven on earth. But

Go from here to Lake Success, New York, where the 
representatives of the United Nations exercise their in- 
tellectual skill in the effort to lift the world into a realm 
of peace. But even among these master-minds of the

world we hear of those who, when raced with realities 
of life, give up in despair and leap from skyscrapers or 
destroy themselves in some other way. By this we readily 
conclude that education or cultural attainment does not 
give the needed lift. 

Take a-look into another of our largest cities. This one 
seems to be noted for its connection with many vices. 
Here we find the huddling of hoodlums, who could be 
from any section of any city, or from any walk of life. 


These people are known as the underworld, or gang- 
sters. They are in hiding from their past lives. They feel 
they are being sought or followed and that their past is 
about to overtake them. Disappointments in life have 
driven them to hate the world as they look upon it from 
a warped point of view. They know they can go no lower, 
and they see no way to rise higher, so, in their despera- 
tion, they charge the world with a living for themselves 
and hope to get it by any possible means. For this reason 
the nation stands in fear of them. The individual history 
of these people would be very interesting if we had the 
opportunity to know it. Among these many people you 
would find some bankers, lawyers, doctors, politicians, 
merchants, and men and women from every standing of 
life. They are here because of the evil enticements and 
deceitfulness of sin. 

Theirs is the idea to put up a fight with life in order to 
get what they desire, or to even a score in order to satis- 
fy a despondent feeling; but when their past overtakes 
them, and they put up their last fight, usually there is a 
volley of bullets and buckets of blood, and a man is left 
lying on the street to prove to all that fighting life does 
not bring about the desired lift. 


AS A LAST VISIT, let us go to Hollywood, 
the film capital of the world. Here you will find the most 
glamorous, the most talented, and. the best trained peo- 
ple of the world, whose personal attributes provide for 
them the most luxurious living one could desire, having 
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everything money can buy. This being true, many have 
ught a career in movie and on stage, hoping that when

@r- have reach their goal and their ambition is realized, 


the bright lights, the gaiety of night life, the admiration 
of viewers, and plenty of money to provide a high-class 
living, that life would hold no problems for them, and 
they would never have a care. Yet, the discontentment, 
the heartbreaks and personal failures among these peo- 
ple, would not be a recommendation for theirs as a life 
that would give the needed lift. 

Disappointments and restlessness, as stated before, 
have driven men of every walk of life to seek relief and 
comfort by drowning their true feelings in excessive 
drink, or to seek an artificial feeling of greatness by use 
of dope. Thus a great percentage of the world’s popula- 
tion, from the banker to the garbage collector, has been 
given to this practice which has degraded and reduced 
men to instability of character and complete uselessness. 
It is not unusual to see men of high standing in former 
days whose lives have been ruined by reckless living in 
search of happiness or excitement. 

A picture of the foregoing is very plainly shown in the 
Scripture in the life of a young man for whom life 
seemed to hold everything, but as he sat in the calm 
security of his father’s home, his ambition ran wild; his 
thoughts were of the gaiety of night life in the city, 
prosperity, a big name, excitement and fun of the life of 
revelry. He requested his father to make a settlement 
with him and let him go into the world for himself. This 
request being granted, he went in pursuit of this new 
and different life. Spending his fortune, making and 
losing friends, living a life of dissipation in night spots, 
amusement halls, and drunkenness, no doubt thinking, 
“This is the life,” until finally “he had spent all.” He 
had nothing left, including the friends he had gained. 
All had vanished. Nothing remained but the cold hard 
fact that he had come to the end of his exciting life, and 
a question was forcing itself upon him, “What now?” 

With this young man, known as “the prodigal son,” 
went all the above disappointed people to the “far coun- 
try,” and were next seen at the swine pen feeding the 
swine, in the land of despondency. All who land there 
live in a stupor of despair. 

No doubt, the first few days after his arrival at the 
swine pen, the memories of the recent exciting days af- 
forded some pleasant thought, but the days passed on 
and on until these faded away, and present realities 
made life hard. We can imagine him as looking neat and 
well kept upon his arrival, but now, long hair, unshaven, 
clothes worn, sandals torn to shreds, a completely 
changed man, a man without home, without friends, 
without money, without love, without excitement, without 
social standing, without character. “He had spent all.” 

I am glad the account of this young man’s life does not 
end on such a sad note. There is a thrill that goes 
through our hearts as we watch him, and one day we 
hear him ask a question of himself: “How many hired 
servants has my father and I perish with hunger?” And 
with a determination he exclaims, “I will arise and go to 
my father and tell him I have sinned against heaven and 
against him, and I will ask for the privilege to stay at 
home, even as a servant.” 

In the story of this penitent young man, we can see 
him stand upon his feet, dust his unkept clothes, run his 
hands through his uncombed hair, and stroke his un- 
shaven face. A gleam in his eye tells us that he remem- 
bers from whence he came, and, picking up the few re- 
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maining rags he has, he bids farewell to the land of 
despondency, and we watch as he walks out of sight— 
headed for home. 

Now we stand at the front of a well-arranged home 
and see an old father as he anxiously watches the road. 
He appears to be hoping for someone’s arrival. A traveler 
comes into view, walking with tired but determined gait. 
The old father catches a glimpse and looks in the di- 
rection of the traveler as one who watches with hope for 
someone. He looks long—he leans forward—and now he 
is going with speed toward the traveler. 

It’s the “prodigal son” on the home stretch. Now they 
meet and embrace. The son is welcomed. The servants 
are called; new clothes are provided; a feast is prepared; 
a dance is arranged; a festive occasion is on because of 
a glorious comeback made by a wayward son. 


ESUS, on one occasion, entered Samaria 
and visited Jacob’s Well in the hope of refreshing him- 
self after a long journey. He saw a woman of that city 
as she approached the well carrying a water pot, which 
task had been hers all of her lifetime. 

A study of her past revealed that she was a woman 
of many disappointments. She had had five husbands, 
and her present companion was not one of the five. In 
the eyes of anyone she would be a very undesirable char- 
acter. Possibly she was aware that she was considered as 
such. When Jesus spoke to her, she could hardly under- 
stand why He would break the tradition of standing 
aloof. She said, “How is it that thou, being a Jew, asketh 
drink of me which am a woman of Samaria, for the Jews 
have no dealings with the Samaritans?” Jesus answered 
and said, “If thou knewest the gift of God, and who it is 
that saith to thee, Give me to drink; thou wouldest have 
asked of him, and he would have given thee living wa- 
ter.” 

This woman, accustomed to drawing water from the 
well, could not comprehend His message of living water. 
She said, “Sir, you have nothing to draw with, and the 
well is deep: from whence then hast thou that living 
water? Art thou greater than our father Jacob, which 
gave us this well, and drank thereof himself, and his 
children, and his cattle?” 

The answer Jesus gave this disappointed, disillusioned 
woman should give hope to every man or woman whose 
life has been filled with a thirst for the beggarly things 
of this world, which has no satisfaction to offer; the man 
who is driven by inner cravings to drink and drugs, who 
hates himself after every fling and foolishness which 
threw him into the gutter to be looked upon with scorn 
by those who passed him by, but who “thirsts again,” 
and over and over is conquered and thrown by raving 
desires. Jesus said, “Whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never thirst.” 

The Samaritan woman, no doubt,-took a quick 
thought back through her life at the struggles and defeat 
she had suffered through her inner cravings and desires 
which had led her into many disappointments, but now 
hope springs up within her soul. 

One drink of this living water will cleanse me and de- 
liver me and satisfy me. She says, “Sir, give me this wa- 
ter.” Immediately she dropped her water pot as she rea- 
lized the springing up of living water, refreshing, thrill- 
ing, and satisfying. She took the promised well and went 
to town, telling all the people she met and all who up to

to Nigeria, May 5, and will return to the States May 10. 
Brother Walker was sent by the Church as a representa- 
tive to the Annual Conference in South Africa. 


Africa has been privileged to enjoy the visits of 

three officials from the Church of God in Ameri- 
ca. We were not here to see the effects of the visit of the 
first two, but it was our joy to be out here when our dear 
Brother Paul H. Walker came. We do not hesitate in say- 
ing that his coming was a real blessing, not only to us 
from the States, but to the whole Full Gospel Fellowship 
as well. 

Ever since coming to this lovely country, we have been 
gladly hearing many wonderful things about the visit 
of Brothers Walker and Chesser, who came out two years 
ago to bring about the amalgamation. These fine men 
made an indelible impression on these wonderful South 
Africans, and we were very happy to know that we were 
associated with an organization led by such Christian 
characters. Our first two visitors came out at a time 
when little or nothing was known of the Church of God 
in this country. They were really faced with a difficult 
and important mission; however, God was good to them, 
and with their spirit of yieldedness, used them greatly 
in steering the forces of these two fine churches into a 
common channel. The folk in South Africa will never 
forget Brother Chesser and Brother J. H. Walker. The 
entire Church owes to these men a debt of gratitude, and 
we pray for them the best that He has. 

Naturally, there was much speculation as to how our 
Brother Paul H. Walker would fit into the scheme of 
things out here. None of us doubted his ability to follow 
in the footsteps of his worthy predecessors, and we felt 
that he would surely strengthen the ties of fellowship, 
but few of us dreamed that he would make the impact 
on the meetings that he did. Certain men have been set 
apart to do specific jobs for the Lord, and we feel that 
God sent our brother out to really finalize the union of 
the two churches. If there were any doubts about the 
working of the amalgamation, they are all gone now. 
Any questions that may have arisen concerning polity 
or comity have been dissolved, and the deck is now 
cleared for some real virile action against the forces of 
the devil. 

Brother Walker spoke to us first of all in the Springs 
Assembly. Our Brother Walter Anderson is pastoring 
here, and has one of the finest churches for mission 
giving in all the world. The house was well-filled, and a 
number of the neighboring pastors were present.

Mission Secretary brought a message on “Men and Mis- 
sions” that stirred the hearts of all who listened. One 
young man, who plans to attend Lee College, was so 
moved as to come to me and say that he did not know 
whether he could make the trip or not. He felt that he 
should take the money he had been saving and use it for 
the mission work. This young man was not the only one 
who was moved and made to promise God more of him- 
self and more of his means. All who attended the meet- 
ing that night left with a renewed zeal to spend and be 
spent. 


WE DID NOT GET to see very much of our 
visitor after this for a while. Brother Saayman, who is a 
very busy man himself, kept our visitor on the move. He 
did, however, come back to our home the night before 
the camp convention and was with us for the entire 
period. His message the first night of the camp was nev- 
er to be forgotten and started the whole series off with a 
real display of God’s needed glory. Many of the folk over 
here have not heard a great deal of real old-time, Church 
of God, holiness preaching. Brother Walker levelled both 
barrels at the people, and they seemed to enjoy it just 
like our good members at home. Some have wondered 
whether these people like old-fashioned preaching. Well, 
let me say here and now that they do, decidedly so. If 
the Word is preached in love, it will-be received with joy 
and gladness. Some of the things our brother preached 
were straight from the shoulder and a bit unorthodox, 
but he preached with such power and sincerity that no 
one dared admit he spoke not the truth which was need- 
ed. 

Much more could be said about the meetings, but since 
there is to be another account of the services elsewhere, 
we shall just say that the mission offering was one of 
the greatest we have ever seen. As our Brother Walker 
rose to receive the gifts, the very presence of the Lord 
was felt. When heha d spoken for a while and called for 
those to come forward with their one hundred pounds 
($285), we did not expect to see but a few respond. At 
least ten came forward to give this amount and more. 
One brother gave two hundred pounds; another gave one 
hundred and sixty. When the people had finished giving, 
there was nearly twenty-two hundred pounds in the of- 
fering. All of this money was given by individuals from 
the floor; none of it came from the local churches. One 
can realize how great this amount is when we tell you 
that just a few years ago, the whole organization gave 
much less than half this amount annually. Yes, God is 
moving. The Spirit who is present at home is active here. 

It was a great honor to have Brother Walker in our 
home. We had looked forward to his coming, and his 
refreshing spirit and note of enthusiasm seemed to lift

this time find themselves in her former condition, “Come, 
see a man who told me all!” 

We are told of another man in the Scripture whom 
life passed by, through no fault of his own, except that 
he was unable to carry himself. He lacked strength to 
travel, so he was placed by others by the side of the path 
where he was able to see the people pass by and where 
he could beg a scant living for himself by extending his 
tin cup. This he had done throughout his life. 

He was sitting at the gate of the Temple called “Beau- 
tiful,” but possibly had never passed through to the house 
of worship. It is likely that he had never asked anyone 
to carry him through to see the beauties and splendor of 
God’s house; so his thoughts and imaginations and am- 
bitions were no higher than his living—a wayside exis- 
tence. 

Everyone knows someone whose life is very uneventful. 
He doesn’t accumulate friends; he doesn’t have money; 
he doesn’t own property; he doesn’t seem to be anxious to 
improve his standing or to make a success of anything. 
He doesn’t seem to care for excitement of crowded night 
clubs; he doesn’t get farther than the corner saloon; he 
doesn’t give a thought to going to church or seeing that 
his children go to Sunday School; as a matter of fact, 
he doesn’t know what it is to really live. His is a wayside 
existence. 

Peter and John had started to the Temple at the hour 
of prayer and had gotten as far as “the gate called 
Beautiful,” where sat the man by the side of the road. 
He, with an anxious eye, looked at them and extended 
his cup, as usual, as if to say, “A small coin, nothing 
large. I do not expect much—mine is a tin-cup existence.” 


“Peter, fastening his eyes upon him with John, said, 
Look on us.” “Look on us; we were at one time seaside 
dwellers. Look on us; we haven’t always traveled among 
men. Look on us; we know what it is to be disappointed. 
Look on us; we have fished nights at a time and caught 
nothing. Look on us; we were lonely, but Jesus came our 
way. Look on us; our lives are filled with excitement and 
great joy.” 

He gave heed unto them, expecting to receive some- 
thing, and he was not going to be disappointed, even 
though he was talking to a man who truthfully said, 
“Silver and gold have I none,” because this man was able 
to say, “But such as I have, give I thee.” “I have an ac- 
quaintance with Jesus, and you are going to benefit by 
it. I have an anointing by the Holy Ghost, and you are 
going to feel it. I have a desire to give you a lift, and you 
are going to get it.” 

He took him by the hand and lifted him up, and im- 
mediately his feet and ankle bones received strength. He, 
leaping up, stood, and walked, and entered with them in- 
to the Temple, walking and leaping and praising God. 

No doubt, this man said, ‘No more sitting by the side 
of the road, no more reaching my tin cup to those who 
pass on by, because I have received the lift of life. 

The needed lift for fallen humanity does not come 
through a change of environment, educational or cul- 
tural attainment, giving ourselves revelry, or light- 
hearted living, but it is found in our contact with God, 
for which purpose God has called His ministers and set 
up His Church.

and show concern about the fact that many of his 
prayers go unanswered. There are many reasons why his 
petitions are not granted. “Ye have not, because ye ask 
not,” James 4:2. Much is revealed in how a person asks. 
Christ commands that “thou shalt not be as the hypo- 
crites,” Matthew 6:5. Then James says, “Ye ask, and re- 
ceive not, because ye ask amiss, that ye may consume it 
upon your lusts,” James 4:3. 


WHY ARE NOT ALL the sick healed? We may 
pray today for a sick man, and he may be healed in- 
stantly; tomorrow, however, we may pray for another, 
and he may die. A “healing line” forms. One person 
comes up to the minister on crutches. After prayer, he 
leaves his crutches and walks under his own strength. 
Praise God for such healings! There is another patient, 
though, who hobbles in and hobbles out. Likely the min- 
ister will take credit for the miracle, but the little fellow 
who is not healed is rebuked for his lack of faith. Is there 
an answer to the above problem? 

By whose faith is a person healed, by the faith of him 
who is called to pray? or by the faith of him for whom 
prayer is offered? There are Biblical examples that will 
substantiate both theories. In the third chapter of Acts, 
Peter and John took the lame man by the hand and 
lifted him up in the name of Jesus Christ. “Paul, being 
grieved, turned and said to the spirit, I command thee 
in the name of Jesus Christ to come out of her. And he 
came out the same hour,” Acts 16:18. These miracles un- 
doubtedly were granted through the faith of Peter, John, 
and Paul. There is yet another which emphatically 
strengthens this point of view. “But Peter put them all 
forth, kneeled down, and prayed; and turning him to the 
body said, Tabitha, arise. And she opened her eyes: and 
when she saw Peter, she sat up. And he gave her his 
hand, and lifted her up, and when he had called the 
saints and widows, presented her alive,” Acts 9:40, 41. 

On the other side of the picture there are such state- 
ments as these to reckon with: “Thy faith hath made 


thee whole...According to your faith be it unto you 
...)”’ Matthew 9:22, 29. “Go thy way; thy faith hath made 
thee whole . . .,” Mark 10:52. Christ seems to indicate 
here that persons are healed through their own faith. 
However, our Lord hits the middle ground when He says, 
“If thou canst believe, all things are possible to him that 
believeth,” Mark 9:23. Notice the wording “to him” and 
see whether your conclusion will be that, regardless of 
who does the praying, “all things are possible to him that 
believeth.” James advises, “Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the church; and let them pray 
over him, anointing him with oil in the name of the 
Lord: and the prayer of faith shall save the sick, and 
the Lord shall raise him up,” James 5:14, 15. The pro- 
noun “them” may well include the sick as well as the 
elders; therefore, noteworthy is the singular form of the 
noun “prayer.” Any one of the elders or the sick man may 
pray the “prayer of faith,” but “the Lord shall raise him 
up.” 

We may sum up by saying that Christ uncovers the 
secret to a person who seeks to generate spiritual power 
and thus have his prayers answered: “This kind can 
come forth by nothing, but by prayer and fasting,” Mark 
9:29.
